Need Luck to 


Win Success 


With Margin of Error in Cast- 


ing and Production, Number 
of Broadway Triumphs Is 
Remarkable. 


By HEYWOOD BROUN,

NEW YORK, May 3. 
OCCASIONALLY wonder iif 


“Seeing Things at Night” is a 
thoroughly accurate title for 
reflections on the theater. I can 
so back to Shakspeare for my au- 
thority that “The play's the 
thing,” but I am bound to believe 
that the people involved drag a 
theatrical venture out of the in- 
animate category of the thing.

N ALL the records of the 
great police bureaus of Eu- 
rope and America, the ro- 
mance and tragedy of jew- 
i els occupies many pages in 
the blue and gray enve- 
lopes which sheath the dos- 
siers of international ad- 
ventures. There is, for ex- 
ample, a packet of official 
documents in the huge 

«<’ stee) cases in the ‘Police 
Presidency”’ of Vienna; another in the Surete in 
Paris, and others in Berlin and even in Moscow, 
marked quite simply ‘“‘The Bluebird Pearl.’’ 

It would seem as if a “bluebird’’ pearl should 
bring its gentle owner happiness. The very fantasy 
of it suggests beautiful women and gallant men, 
ardor of the lips and heart, intrigues under the rose, 
perhaps, and fathomless pride of possession. To the 
international police, however, the ‘‘Bluebird Pearl’’ 
stands for tragedy, mystery and a thief hunt that 
spread across Europe. It is these things that are 
written most plainly in the records in the strong 
box at Vienna; the romance, though, is vivid be- 
tween the lines of the formal documents. 

The last entry in these records of the “Bluebird” 
was made but a little while ago. The first was writ- 
ten more than 20 .years aga, in Moscow—-then the 
second city of the Czars. 

Before that, of course, there was the history of 
the ‘‘Bluebird”’ that led back across centuries. Ghen- 
gis Khan removed it from the finger of one of 
his favorite houris and presented it—-some 
say with his compliments, others declare he 
threw in a kiss—to a beautifu] Princess of 
the Orlof family of old Russia. In Russian 
legends one may follow the course of the 
*“‘Bluebird’’ down to Napoleon, then to Ger- 
many, then back to old St. Petersburg. It 
is interesting to observe the similarity be- 
tween the description of it in the Vienna po- 
lice records of today and the poetie tradition 
of it as found in the old Slavic manuscript 
written during the time of the first Czar 
Nicfolas. And then, with this description 
in mind, to follow its course from one beau- 
tiful woman to another—and through the 
life of the most startling crimina] the world 
has ever dealt with.

HE old manuscript, now in the Moscow 

archives, bears the signature of Prince 
Sartai, who describes himself, quite simply, 
as “Khan of Tartary and Potent Lord of 
the Middle Horde.” One thinks of this 
ancient recorder as a bloodthirsty Tartar, 
yet of the Bluebird Pearl, which was then 
called “The Moon of Caucasia,” he _ set 
down: 

“This precious bauble was formed from 
the song of a maiden who lifted her silver 
voice to the Moon in an invocation of love. 
The heavenly spirits that direct the 
witcheries of the opalescent orb that dom- 
inates the night ordained that the maiden’s prayer 
be answered and that a token of her virtues be sent 
down to her. Whereupon the moon gods made her 
wishes into a great round pellet and varnished it 
with the rays of night. This token of the night 
orb’s favor for the gentle maiden was carried down 
to her on a moonbeam, whereupon she was received 
with appreciations by the mighty ancestor of Ghen- 
zis Khan and taken by him into the household of his 
best women.”’ 

The 20-years-ago President of Vienna’s police 
put into his records a description of the “Bluebird” 
which reads: 

“This pearl is of perfect symmetry, flawless, and 
of little more than ten millimeters (about half an 
inch) in diameter. It is of rich, iridescent sheen, 


of velvet softness, its hues varying with extraneous 
light. Under lamp or gas light it is pale. In the 
daytime its colors reflect the warmtirmof the sun. In 
this respect it is unique and thus may be immedi- 
ately identified. It is the property of the Baroness 
Lili Schukowsky of Austrasse Gate, and is to be re- 
turned, if recovered, to her.” 

Delving into the bottom of this dossier of the 
“Bluebird” in the Vienna archives, one comes upon 
this opening paragraph on one of the latest sheets in 
the folder: 

“It is reported by Maj. Lyfertz, Director of In-
